Gino’s pizza daily at the high school, and pizza is 
served twice a week in middle schools. Pizza is 
served on Fridays in elementary schools. 

Pizza is the perennial lunch favorite for kids, 
but Koutroubas said kids are also grabbing wrap 
sandwiches with pretzels (not chips) at the high 
school while younger kids are learning that chick- 
en isn’t always a finger food. Chicken-and-rice 
dishes are slowly making inroads at the elemen- 
tary schools. 

“We're not saying don’t eat pizza or chicken 
fingers. It’s moderation. That's the message,” 
Koutroubas said. 

Koutroubas has changed the lunch menu offer- 
ings across the board in school cafeterias this year. 
Cookie and snack machines were removed from 
schools. Just one remains at Andover High and it 
is scheduled to be taken out at the end of the year. 
Plus, she’s introduced new foods to the elementary

schools, such as a chicken teriyaki bowl which 
comes with rice. That age-old small red milk car- 
ton is off the menu in middle schools and at the 
high school. It’s been replaced by a 10-ounce 
Garelick Farms milk in a plastic container. 

“Milk sales have tripled,” Koutroubas said, not- 
ing that those sales are especially sweet as a 
$6,000 grant from the National Dairy Council is 
being used to buy all that milk and could be 
renewed if milk sales stay high. 

“It’s cold and kids like it,’ Koutroubas said. 
“They are going for the milk, instead of soda, and 
that’s good.” 

Some 1,800 kids and 150 staffers are at the high 
school each day and she’s pleased that lunch serv- 
ings are up to 700 a day there. It’s 300 short of her 
goal, but it’s double last year’s lunch count. About 
350 lunches were served each day last year, she 
said. 

The 1,000-a-day goal for lunch servings is 
important as government reimbursements increase 
as more lunches are sold. Koutroubas, who was 
hired last June, said her $600,000 food services 
budget is expected to break even this year but 
those reimbursements could bring in some extra 
cash, which any department would enjoy. 

High school employees especially enjoy the 
coffee, which is being offered at AHS for the first 
time. It’s another hit for Koutroubas who is going 
through 10 gallons of the Green Mountain variety 
each school day. 

Slowly kids are changing, eating better and 
reaching for more fruit and fewer high-fat items. 
Koutroubas said she is just six weeks into her 
three- to five-year plan to improve eating habits 
among the town’s public school children, some- 
thing parents have been pushing for years. 

Already, she is seeing some positive results. 

“We're on track,” she said. “I'm feeling good 
about that.”

“We don’t want to 
stand up and ask the people 
of Andover for money for a 
site that we’re unsure of.” 

Although the site is still

Expanding 
for seniors 


THE MANY PROJECTS Andover officials soon 


QO. ill debate whether to support, an expansion of 


the senior center deserves special attention. 

The idea is to spend $360,000 to add a four-season 
patio onto the existing center. The new, glassed-in 
room would finally provide a drop-in area at the cen- 
ter. It would be built on an unused area of grass 
between the existing center and Memorial Auditori- 
um at Doherty Middle School. The modest, 1,000 
square foot room would add about 10 percent to the 
center's usable space and be located near the kitchen 
so that coffee could be easily provided. 

Recent efforts at building new multi-million senior 
centers have failed, in part because residents were 
unconvinced that such large projects were needed. 
[his is a much smaller and less expensive idea. Yet tt 
would provide seniors with a dedicated place at the 
center to gather when they are not involved in an 
activity. Currently, people who are not in a class sitin 
a hallway. This does not encourage people to stop by 
the center. Workers are reorganizing space to provide 
a small drop-in area, but this will only provide a table 
and two chairs for card playing in a small corridor. 

Andover’s senior population is growing steadily 
and it needs more space. The patio will provide a 
better atmosphere and might attract new people to 
the center. There, they could learn more about the 
services offered and take advantage of them. The 
project sounds like a sensible, economical way to 
improve senior services.

Unions seek new, townwide health-care approach 


Editor, Townsman: 

The unions of the public sec- 
tor of Andover are requesting 
that selectmen vote to enter into 
negotiations with us regarding 
health insurance plans. The 
unions believe the best way to 
achieve savings in health insur- 
ance is for the Board of Select- 
men to vote to accept Section 19 
of Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 32 (B). Section 19 
coalition bargaining allows a 
municipality and a coalition of 
town union members to negoti- 
ate a health-insurance plan out- 
side of the traditional collective 
bargaining process. 

Coalition bargaining has 
enabled several neighboring 
communities to obtain substan- 
tial savings in health-insurance 
costs, which is one of the most 
costly budget items for many 
Massachusetts municipalities. In 
addition, coalition bargaining 
helps communities maintain a 
decent comprehensive and 
affordable health-care benefit 
for employees. The importance 
of having a quality health care 


plan for employees goes beyond 
the direct benefit to the employ- 
ee and her/his family. Lexington 
Town Manager Richard White 
articulates this idea well when 
he states, “Finding great teach- 
ers, police officers, firefighters, 
managers, heavy equipment 
operators or support staff can be 
tricky. We compete with other 
municipalities and the private 
sector for our employees. The 
work demands for staff are usu- 
ally high here. We have a very 
discerning, sophisticated and 
demanding customer...” White 
goes on to claim that quality 
health care benefits help to 
attract quality employees. 
Andover is a community much 
like Lexington, thus Andover 
can also benefit from Section 19 
- coalition bargaining. 

The following provide evi- 
dence of the success that various 
communities have had utilizing 
coalition bargaining: 

* Tewksbury adopted Section 
19 in 2005 and has saved 
$661,929 by replacing Master 
Medical with BC/BS, PPO. 


* Lexington adopted Section 
19 in 1993 and saved 
$1,300,000 in its first year. In 
1997 the town saved $500,000 
and in 2003 it saved $1,500,000 
by increasing co-payment and 
employee contributions. 

* Dracut adopted Section 19 
in 2005 and has saved $589,000 
by replacing Master Medical 
with BC/BS, PPO. 

* Melrose, Framingham and 
Holyoke have all made substan- 
tial savings using Section 19 — 
coalition bargaining (Source: 
Boston Benefit Partners). 

It is the belief of the Andover 
employees that if the selectmen 
decide to work as partners with 
us to confront the rising costs of 
health care then the best mecha- 
nism to achieve our goals is Sec- 
tion 19 — coalition bargaining. It 
has saved substantial dollars in 
other communities and we 
believe it can achieve the same 
results in Andover.

Main Street project: Focus on parking, not bumpouts 


Editor, Townsman: 


With reference to the Andover Townsman’s 
front page article on the improvements proposed 
for Andover’s downtown shopping upgrade. 

Two items come to me as interesting points for 
discussion: 

1. A right-turn-only lane to Barnard Street 

2. Sidewalk bumpouts to shorten pedestrian 
crossing of Andover’s Main Street. 

Regarding item 1, there does not appear to be 
sufficient roadway to produce three lanes of traf- 
fic on Main Street between Chestnut Street and 
Barnard Street unless the parking of the east side 
of Main Street is removed. 


More importantly, the proposed use of 


“bumpouts” are an extension of the sidewalk sim- 
ilar to those that are now in place on Andover's 
School Street between South Main Street and 
Central Street. If that is the definition of a 
“bumpout,” then the civil engineer responsible for 
that design should be sent back to school. Those 
“bumpouts” are just begging for drivers from out 


of town, not familiar with that sort of roadway 
configuration, in a congested area, during winter 
snow conditions, to destroy the right front tire and 
its mechanical support system. Believe me, on a 
number of occasions, in broad daylight, my turn- 
ing onto Abbot Street, southbound from School 
Street, came very close to damaging the right 
front tire and I know that the bumpout is there. It 


just does not register as part of the sidewalk. 


I see nothing in the article about the Main 
Street project that proposes to add more parking 
spaces to Andover’s shopping district. As an ex- 
shopkeeper in Andover (my wife recently closed 
her shop, the Sandpiper Shop), we have watched 
the town center slowly lose its vitality over the 
past 35 years and nothing has been done to 
improve it, such as limiting the growth of non- 
retail establishments (banks, insurance agents and 
real estate) in lieu of ground floor retail and, of 
course, the need for additional parking.

On Monday, the deadline passed for taxpayers 
who filed for extensions to file their 2005 income 
lax returns. Soon, none of these paper returns will 
flow into the Andover Internal Revenue Service 
Center on Lowell Street. 

Another deadline — the closing of that part of 
the Andover center’s work — is approaching. 

Thanks to the runaway success of the IRS's 
electronic filing service for tax returns known as e- 
file, tax processing centers across the country are 
contracting. A reorganization is under way as cen- 
ters adapt to the changing workload created by 
Americans’ increasing familiarity with the Inter- 
net. By 2011, only a few centers in the country 
will handle paper submissions. 

About 900 positions at the Andover facility will 
be eliminated by 2009. Employees in those posi- 
tions can seek other positions within the Andover 
and other IRS facilities and others may retire. New 
employees for this area are hired as temporary 
employees or for a specific term of time. 

“E-filing now exceeds paper filing by more 
than 10 million,” said Sheila Perry, chief of plan- 
ning analysis at the Andover IRS Center located 
on Lowell Street. “And we expect it to grow.” 

According to the IRS, more than 1.6 million 
Massachusetts taxpayers have used the e-file ser- 
vice, a figure that represents more than half of 
individual returns in the state. The Andover IRS 
Center, which houses the submission processing 
business unit, currently only processes individual 
tax returns. 

While no regional IRS centers have closed 
completely, she said, the processing of paper tax 
returns in Brookhaven, N.Y. ended in September 
2003. That move was followed by a similar one in 
a center in Memphis, which closed down its tax 
processing business unit in 2005.
